ceived by Mayor Reiber, from the 


Wartime Prices and Trade Board: 
Deat Sir: 


This Department bas been asked | [fl 
by you to grocure emergency coal 
during thie season and you well 
know the shortage of the coal you 
have had and strikes and low pro- 
duction at all mines, making supply 
available to meet 
almoet impossible 


This can and will occur again un- 
less We can get your co-operation 
now as follows 

It is your duty to inform all 
schools, churches, public buildings, 
and the civilian Feb iatin to start 
April Ist, 1948, store up some 
coal, as much as can be put in piles 
and bins, and also to contact local 
dealers to see that they place orders 
now to Jill their storage space. 

We must keep these mines oper- 
ating steadily If we lose April, 
May and June production as we did 
laet year, the euffering will be far 
greater than this. 


The mines cannot produce sufi 
cient coal from July through March 
to rupply needs and only by your 
Whole hearted assistance can we 
hope to avert a similar shortage. 


If each civilian consumer would 
put in some coal starting early April 
wnd all other echoole and public 
buildings do the game, we could 
ratily handle the situation with the 
available production in the cold 
weather to replenish these stocks 


The Military Camps are startling 
April Ist to stock pile their supply, 
also moat of the line companies 
hut their storage is not eufficient, so 
we must have orders for domestic 
and stoker sizes coming in at regular 
intervals from the consumer.
